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OFFERED TO MOOR 


Denied Independence, but 
Granted Autonomy.

PARIS, Oct. 3.—Premier Painleve 
today revealed the secret peace terms 
which France and 
Spain offered to 
Abd-el Krim, lead- 
er of the Riffian 
forces, in July. 
He said Krim’s 
refusal to accept 
the terms is forc- 
ing France t& 
fight with all her 
strength until 
there is a “ real 
and just peace" 
in Morocco, 

Speaking at a 
memorial cere- 
mony at Nantes 
the French prs 
mier declared he 
wanted to explain 
France's Moreccan policy not only to 
his fellow citizens but to the whole 
world. Then he gave for the first 
time publicly the peace terms sent 
to Melilla by the French and Spanish 
envoys on July 18. M. Painleve said 
the envoys waited at Melilla until 
Aug. 14 without response by Abd-el 
Krim except for a few unofficial rep- 
resentatives who declined the pro 
posals. 


The Proposals for Peace. 

On Aug. 15 France withdrew the 
envoys and decided to use the fullest 
force of her armies to enforce the 
desired peace. The terms were as 
follows: : 

ONE—The French and Spanish gov- 
ernments agreed to grant the Riff 
tribes entire autonomy in keeping with 
the international treaties. 

TWO—The two governments agrcec 
to open without delay negotiations 
jointly for the reéstablishment of 
peace and the enforcement of a new 
régime. 

Under these two special headings 
France and Spain offered essential 
terms as follows: 

ONE—Reciprocal exchange of pris- 
oners. 

TW O—Complete reciprocal amnesty 
dating from Jan. 1, 1921. 

THREE—Definition of the autonomy 
régime. 

Promised Commercial Liberty. 

FOUR—Determination of the terrt- 
tory under the jurisdiction of this au- 
tonomy régime. 

FIVE—The number of police effec-

M. Painleve admitted he was asked 
what the difference was between 
granting the Riff autonomy or inde- 
pendence. 


“Don’t forget, first of all, that inde- 
pendence could not be granted the 
Riff without the redoubtable Moroccan 
question being reopened with all its 
perils for the nations of Europe,” he 
suggested, obviously referring to the 
Ajdir incident involving Joseph Cail- 
laux and the former Kaiser William 
which nearly caused a European war. 

“No nation ‘interested in the Med- 
iterranean could tolerate the Riff in. 
dependence which would make the 
country a colony for world adventurers 
and for France that would be fatal,”’ he 
continued. 


Will Push War. 


After relating how the French and 
Spanish envoys waited in vain at Me- 
lilla for three weeks without Krim’s 
official acceptance of discussion of the 
terms, he said: 

“We shall pursue without weakness 
the necessary effort to establish in 
Morocco an efficacious and fair peace 
in which there will be neither oppres- 
sors nor oppressed. That is the only 
way France can guard herself against 
the peril of tomorrow.” 

French Make New Advance. 


FEZ, French Morocco, Oct. 3.—(4)— 
The French today continued their ad- 
vance toward Ajdir, moving northward 
from the village of Tizoutile without 
encountering serious resistance from 
the Riffians.

“There are 1,680,000 funerals in the 
United States each year,” said Mr. 
Dunn. “ The cost of these—figuring 
conservatively at $200 each-—is $336,- 
000,000. There are 89,000 cemeteries 
of varying sizes in the country. 

“And I might mention in passing 
that 160,000,000 feet of lumber is used 
annually in the making of caskets. 
The depletions of our native stock of 
hard woods is creating a serious prob- 
lem in the coffin industry. This is one 
of the things which has contributed to 
the high cost of dying.”

The findings of the Peoria grand jury disclose 
an outrage upon private liberty which has no 
match since Louis XIV. sent his dragoons into 
the homes of Frenchmen to persecute them in 
the name of God. Many of thesé French Hugue- 
nots fled to America to escape this persecution of 
the great monarch who said “I am the state,” and 


‘they and other. men and women refugees from 


old world oppression left to their descendants, the 
founders of our free nation, a wholesome fear cf 
the unbridled will of governments, whether it is 
the will of a king or of a masterful bureaucracy 
or of a mob. They feared tyranny in any form, 
however plausible, and they loved liberty and pro- 
posed to make it secure in our institutions. They 
knew liberty could be betrayed in the name of a 
goed cauge and in the guise of high purposes, but 
they believed they could make the citizen safe by 
the clear assertion of his right to tria] by his 
peers, to immunity from unreasonable and peremp- 
tory invasion of his home, and to the other precious 
guaranties of personal liberty they embodied in 
our fundamental law.

LAYING professional football 
after one’s period of college eligi- 
bility has ended ts for the individ- 
ua] to decide, in the opinion of 
The Wake. Personally, we never have 
been enthusiastic over the pro game, 
but our objections differ somewhat 
from those of many educators and 
coaches, , 

The young man who has given three 
years to his college on the gridiron is 
entitled to cash in on his experiénce 
and hard knocks if he wishes. He its 
not committing an unpardonable sin 
or prostituting his college tutelage. 
He is not: disloyal to his Alma Mater. 
He is exchanging the glamour of col- 
lege adulation for cold hard ‘cash. Per- 
haps he needs the cash more if he has 
been working his way through col- 
lege. ie 

If college stadia could accommodate 
all persons wishing to view these giadi- 
atorial battles, there mght be room 
for argument whether there is an open- 
ing for pro football. The percentage 
accommodated, outside of alumni and 
students, is pitifully small. 

What, then, is the objection, if any, 
to pro football? Perhaps it could not 
be classed as an objection, but the in- 
tensity of effort in amateur and pro 
games cannot be compared. Senti- 
ment, inspiring to the heroic, actuates 
the chap battling for his college and 
his fellow students. It does not exist 
to the same extent in the pro playing 
for cash or because of his liking for 
the game. The inspiration is not there. 
It is the difference between the patriot 
and the mercenary in warfare. The 
most convincing proof is to ask any 


-|former collegian who afterwards en- 
‘ltered the pro ranks. 


That does not mean that pro football 
is not godd sport: or that it does not 
have its proper place. It simply means 
that in our opinion pro football never 
can ‘enjoy the tradition and environ- 
ment of the college sport.

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Enlisted to Back 
Federal Aid Law 


EOPLE of the eleven western 
States should awaker to the 
fact that the continuation of 


federal aid in highway construc- 
tion is seriously threatened or the 
west will suffer a calamitous 
in development.” 

Carl E. McStay, field secretary of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, so declares. The situation war- 
rants the serious consideration of 
every individual interested in the de- 
velopment of motor travel, he says, 
for without federal aid California's 
highway system cannot be connected 
with other states in the Union by 
roads that will encourage and promote 
travel. 

In all of the western states from 45 
per cent to as much as 90 per cent of 
the total areas are national reserves, 
which are tax free, and, therefore, con- 
tridute nothing to the income of the 
state, upon which the state’s own ex- 
penditures for highway building must 
be predicated. Federal ald to the ex- 
tent of $75,000.000 or $100,000,000 a 


year in the buliding of interstate and 
transcontinental highways, were it all 
—— in and charged against the 
western states, would be but 
a onan portion of the taxable wealth 
to be gained by the western states 
were they free to exploit the goverrm 
ment owned land of the west and ob- 
tain therefrom funds for the building 
and development of highways. 
Federal aid ‘roads throughout the 
country completed June 1, 1825, to- 
talled 41,317 miles. Under construc- 
tion at that date were 16,416 miles of 
federal aid roads, while 2,251 miles 
were approved for construction. 
“Organization on the part of the 
eleven western states is the only cer- 
tain means of forcing the continuation 
of federal aid,” said McStay, “and we 
must recognize the fact that, differing 
as-they do; the problems of the west 
cannot be measured by the problems 
of the east. We may be outnumbered 
in population and gvershadowed in 
wealth, but the states negatively fav- 
oring or openly opposing a continua- 
tion of federal aid in highway buildin 
cannot and will not defeat a unit 
west, as right and justice will prevail 
if we make this our common cause.”

For Government Pioneering. 

“It would seem logical in this coun 
try that a cortporation should be or- 
ganized by the government to do the 
pioneering in the development of 
commercial air transportation. Such 
a corporation could establish commer- 
cial airplane lines along the existing 
postal airways and carry express, 
freight, and passengers. 

“ Accurate cost accounts should be 
kept and the expenses incident to this 
kind of traffic and the best equipment 
essential for commercial flying should 
be made public so that whenever a 
civilian corporation desired to begin 
operations on its own hook it could do 
so with the assurance of what its out- 
lay would be and what the returns 
might be. 

“While this was being done a com- 
mercial survey of the country to de- 
termine what articles can be carried at 
a profit.through the air should be 
made, The government really is the 
only agency in our country that could 
do a thing of this kind, as it involves 
@ great deal of expense and investiga- 


tien.

Supply Dirigibles.

FORT WORTH, Tex.-——[Special.]-— 
The government helium plant at Fort 
Worth will be turning out helium for 
commercial dirigibles within a year, 
if the federal bureau of mines suc- 
ceeds in having its program approved 
by congress. Already several private 
companies, notably Goodyear’s, are in 
correspondence with the government 
for supplies of the gas for airships, 
the recent Shenandesh disaster failing 
te retard interest in lighter than air 
craft. 

Under the law the plant may sell 
or lease surplus heljum to commercial 
companies, but up to the present it 
has been manufacturing only sufficient 
to supply the army and navy. A 
larger appropriation and the acqulasi- 
tion of a new gas field are on next 
year’s program. 

New Field to Be Tapped. 

Gas at present comes from Petro- 

lia, but the bureau is expecting to 


tap the field at Nocona, which will, 


furnish enough for surplus purposes. 
laying of the ten inch main from the 


present line to Nocona will cost about} 


$12,000 a mile. 

Cc. R. Cattell, representing the bu- 
reau of mines, here from Washington, 
explained the hopes of the bureau 
in enlarging its scope of activity and 
reported that the wreck of the Shen- 
andoah had materially lessened the 
demand for the gas. When the big 
ship was wrecked in Ohio 2,000,000 
cubic feet of the gas was wasted. 

Cost Greatly Reduced. 

“Tt requires more than two montis’ 
work on the part of the plant to-make 
enough helium to (ll a dirigihle the 
size of the Shenandoah,” Mr. Cattell 
said, ‘‘ but apparently we will be able 
to lay by some stores. 

“We know of other gas fields con- 
taining helium, so no matter how ex- 
tensive the demand becomes we cali 
fill it if congress appropriates the 
funds, We have hopes of reducing 
the cost of prodycing helium to - 
cents a foot.” 

The cost ig now 3 cents a cubic foot, 
decreased from $2,000 a foot when the 
first helium was produced in:this coun-

Trade Grows Erudite in 


Trying to Outwit U. S. 


WASHINGTON. — Government 
chemists who are trying to mix a de- 


natured industrial alcohol that can- 


not be converted back into an alcohol 
suitable for the bootlegger’s devious 
uges are tackling the problem of put- 
ting something together that cannot 
be taken apart. 

Economic pressure on bootleggers, 
the excessive cost of smuggling in 


. foreign liquors, the high tax on port- 


able alcohol and the great trouble in- 
cident to obtaining it, yhave caused 
them to pit science against science in 
renaturing alcoho! denatured for in- 
dustrial purposes, and. in many- cases 
sold under bond to manufacturers 
only. 

D. H. Killeffer, secretary of the New 
York branch of the American Chemical 


j society, tells of some of the difficulties 


confronting the government chemists 
and agents and the bootiegger in the 
use and misuse of denatured alcohol, 


Sells His Method. 


Recentiy an enterprising young man 
learned the simple process of renatur- 
ing a certain specially denatured al- 
edhol by other means than distillation. 
Starting in New York, he hired a hali, 
passed the word around bootlegging 
circles and lectured bootleggers at $500 
a head en the method and visited 
Philadelphia. Washington, Chicago, 
and points west. Hie trail could be fol- 
lowed by the subseqyent increased de- 
mand for this special alcohol by fake 
manufacturers. he 

There appeared on the drug market 
not long ago a large quantity of bru- 
‘cine sulphate, an extremely bitter and 
‘costly drug seldom used for any other 
purpose than denaturing grain alco- 
hol to be used in the manufacture of 
perfumes and toilet preparations. In- 
vestigation traced this unusual supply 
to a company in New Jersey which os- 
tensibly manufactured perfumes, but 
which, it wag found, really had been 


“renaturing the alcohol obtained for 


that industrial purpose and diverting 
the potable alcohol into beverage chan- 
nels. |

THE PEORIA PROTEST. 


The findings of the Peoria grand jury disclose 
an outrage upon private liberty which has no 
match since Louis . sent his dragoons into 
the homes of Frenchmen to persecute them in 
the name of God. Many of thése French Hugue- 
nots fled to America to escape this persecution of 
the great monarch who said “I am the state,” and 
they and other men and women refugees from 
old world oppression left to their descendants, the 
founders of our free nation, a wholesome fear cf 
the unbridled will of governments, whether it is 
the will of a king or of a masterful bureaucracy 
ot of a mob. They feared tyranny in any form, 
however plausible, and they loved liberty and pro- 
posed to make it secure in our institutions. They 
knew liberty could be betrayed in the name of a 
#004 cause and in the guise of high purposes, but 
they believed they could make the citizen safe by 
the clear assertion of his right to trial by his 
peers, to immunity from unreasonable and peremp- 
tory invasion of his home, and to the other precious 
guaranties of personal liberty they embodied in 
our fundamental law. 

Were our forefathers mistaken in their op- 
timism? It is about time we found out. Is the 
bill of rights a scrap of paper or a list of outworn 
assertions whith no reforming zealot need respect 
in legislation or enforcernent? 

The outrages committed in Peoria are, of course, 
repudiated by conscientious supporters of pro- 
hibition, but that is no consolation to the victims 
and mo assurance to Americans who realize that 
such outrages are ineVitable excesses of power. 
In the prohibition experiment government enters 
the private life to impoée itself upon private con- 
science and private judgment, and inevitably its 
agents will assume more and more power, and 
tend to abuse it. The Peoria excesses, offensive 
and outrageous as they were, were not the worst 
instances of this insolent abuse of power. The 
lives of citizens have been endangered, as in the 
Detroit river and on the Atlantic coast, where pri- 
vate pleasure boats have been shot at by dry law 
patrols, or as in Tennessee, where a youth was 
seriously wounded on Signal mountain, Tennessee, 
while dtiving with his sweetheart. There was alro 
the tragic death of the world war veteran, Buon- 
gore, shot down by the prohibition agent, Fuber- 
shaw, at Havre Ge Grace. These may be extreme 
incidents, but they are typical of the spirit of 
domination Which is the soul of the attempt to 
impose a code of private habit by force of govern-

LMOST a@ year ago the oyster was 
in trouble. An epidemic of ty- 
phoid fever had been traced to 
him. The year before he had

The question as to who had a part to 
do Was answered almost at soon as the 
other question. The officials decided 
that oysters must be protected by the 
méans proven to be necessary with milk. 
The Illinois department of health de- 
cided to require that oysters meet bac- 
terial standards, and also that they be 
long to either of two classes—inspected 
or chlorinated. 

Inspected oysters are those that come 
from inspected beds and that are handied 
in inspected oyster establishments. That 
method corresponds somewhat to the 
methods used to produce certified milk. 
The drawback to the method is that 
when properly carried out it is expensive 
to the taxpayers and -.also to the pro- 
ducers and consumers. It will limit the 
oyster waters and will decrease the 
oyster output. 


-2- 

The alternative is purifi¢ation in cen- 
tralized plants by chlorination. It cor- 
responds to pasteurization. There is a 
proper amount of inspéction, but safety 
does not require that this inspection be 
cafried to the point necessary when oys- 
ters are not chlorinated. In a general 
sort of way the method ‘is like the 
method used in the purification of city 
water supplies. 

The advantage of this method over the 
inspection method is that the oysters 
should be safe and wholesome ; the prod- 
uct should not be expensive for either 
the producer or the consumer; the vast 
oyster waters should remain usable and 
productive under this method. 

The plan having been adopted by au- 
thorities, the duty of other groups comes 
into operation. The producérs, shippers 
and merchants should supply a safe ar- 
ticle and should refuse to market any 
others. The consumers should refuse to 
buy any oysters except those that are 
either inspected or chlorinated. If the 
oyster store is dirty, or the methods of 
handling are dirty, the people should be 
shy about trading there. They should

An Official Explanation. 

“Tt is a race fashioned to afford 
an even contest ameng horses not 
good enough to compete in handicap 
and stake events,’’ was his reply. “It 
keeps an owner from running a $19,- 
6000 horse against one that is not 
worth more than a thousand dollars. 

“All handicapping of thoroughbred 
horses is done by the adjustment of 
weights,’’ he continued. “And ina 
claiming race the owner of a horse is 
permitted to handicap his own horse 
by reducing or raising its weight ac- 
cording to the valuation he places on 
his thoroughbred. But at the same 
time he gives an option on it at the 
entered price. The horse may be 
claimed out of the race at the price 
the owne:: stipulates. 

“For example the racing secretary 
will offer the following conditions for 
a contest. 


First Race—Claiming. $1,000. For. three 
year olds and upward. Six furlongs. 
Three year olds to carry 117 pounds. 
four year olds and upward 126 pounds. 
Siaiming price, $3,000. If entered for 
leas one pound allowed for each $100 
_to $1,000.

Carl E. McStay, field secretary of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Cali- 
fornia, so declares.

The Illinois Central railroad has an- 
nounced an additienal issue of 6 per cent 
convertible preferred stock, series A, to 
which the company’s common stockhold- 
ers will be given the right to subscribe 
at par to the extent of 10 per cent of 
their holdings. 

As the company now has outstanding 
about’ $120,000,000 common stock, this 
new issue of preferred would amount to 
about $12,000,000, provided all holders of 
the common stock take advantage of 
their subscription rights. This would 
bring the total amount of preferred stock 
outstanding to about $32,000,000. 

The preferred stock is noncumulative. 
It has equal voting power with the com- 
mon and is convertible into the common 
stock at the holder’s option, share for 
share. 

At this writing both the preferred and 
common stocks are selling on the market 
at about $115 a share. At that price the 
dividend yield on the common stock 
(which has been paying dividends at the 
rate of 7 per cent per annum regularly 
since 1916) is about 6 per cent and on 
the preferred about 5.2 per cent. 

Those exercisif™ their subscription 
privileges will get the full dividend yield 
of 6 per cent on the new preferred, of 
course, and, should they decide to make 
use of their option and convert this pre- 
ferred into common stock, will get the 
full 7 per cent yield on this.

‘sold, the subscription privilege has a 
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wish to subscribe for the new preferred 
stock have valuable rights which may be 


sold at a figure slightly under the dif- 
ference between the then current market 
price of the preferred and its par value. 
In transactions of this nature many 
are interested in the question of how the 
federal income tax will be applied. This 


to the 1924 federal tax law, true stock 
dividends are nontaxable. So also are 
subscription rights given to stockholders 
to enable them to subscribe for new stock 
at less than its current value. 

When, however,’a share of the stock is 


subsequently sold, or if the rights are 


direct bearing on the manner of figuring 
the profit obtained, which profit, of 
course, is taxable. The cost price of 
one's total noidings will be taken as the 
average of the price’ paid for his present 
holdings and those he purchases throdgh 
the subscription privilege. In case of 
subsequent sales, this average price will 
have to be taken as the cost of each 
share and subtracted from the selling 
price to arrive at the taxable profit from 
the sale. 

In the present instance, as the sub- 
scription rights are’ given to common 
stockholders and call for the purchase of 
preferred stock, there may be no neces- 
sity for the application of this ruling. If 
the subscriber has no present holdings of 
preferred stock, the cost price would be 
the subscription price of his new shares. 
If, however, he were later to convert 
these shares into common stock, the aver- 
age cost price of all his common stock 
would have to be taken as the actual 
cost of each share, old and new (figuring 
the new common at par), divided by the 
total number of shares held. 

If a “ right ’”’ to subscribe is sold, the 
transaction will be regarded as the sale 
of a share of stock for the price received 
for the right plus the subscription price 
of $100. That amount would represent 
the selling price and the gain would be 
the difference between that and the aver- 
age cost as described above. This rule 
has beén modified by the treasury de- 
partment to take care of cases in which 
the gain as thus calculated exceeds the 
amount actually received for the rights, 
in which case the income is the amount 
actually received, 

In the present instance the above men- 
tioned case would apply only to those 
who already had shares of the preferred 
stock. Those not holding any preferred

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Remove Old Fear 
of Fuel Shortage 


LTHOUGH the production of 

gasoline in the United States 

increased 600 per cent in the 

last ten years, from 1% billion 
galions in 1914 to 9 billion gallons in 
1924, according to a recent report of 
the department of commerce, the direc- 
tors of the American Petroleum insti- 
tute, in a report issued recently, ex- 
press the opinion as reported in the 
September issue of the journal of the 
Society of Automotive Engineers, that 
“a sufficient supply of motor fuel and 
lubricants fs assured for the national 
defense and for essertial uses beyond 
the time when science will limit the 
demand by develor.ng more efficient 
use of or substitutes for oil or will 
displace its use as a source of power 
by harnessing a natural energy.” 

In other words, the reduction of 
gasoline consumption by improvement 
in automotive engines or the develop- 
ment of substitute fuels or other 
sources of energy is expected to pro- 
ceed faster than the exhaustion of 
our crude petroleum resources.

000,00,000 barrels of oil, a considerable 
portion of which can be recovered by 
improved and known processes, will 
remain in the area now producing or 
proved. The major oil reserves of the 
United States are understood to lie in 
some 1,100,000,C00 acres of land that is 


underlain by sedimentary rocks and 


not fully explored. It is expected that 
improved methods of deep drilling 
will disclose many deposits not before 
available.

McAllister made $6.26 a head more 
than he would have been paid if the 
porkers had beén shipped to St. Louis. 
Lacking proper refrigeration facili-' 
ties, which he expects to build soon,, 
Mr. McAllister follows the system of 
killing for his retail market twenty 
hogs each week during October, N¢. 
vember, December, January, February 
and March, and selling his output dur- 
ing the warm months of the year on 
the central live stock market. He will 
soon be equipped to slaughter his 
hogs the year around and increase his 
profits during the other six months. 


Keeps Careful Records. 


Each business is run _ separately, 
which makes it easy to figure out the 
various profits along the distribution 
channel. Cider, for example, _ is 
charged to the ‘store at 35 cents a 
gallon, where it is retailed at 50 cents 
a gallon. Farmer McAllister gets a 
good price for his cider when he sells 
it to his store. Then he pockets a 
profit of 15 cents a gallon when it is 
retailed in bulk and another additional 
profit of 30 cents a gallon for the 
cider sold by the glass at his cafe- 
teria at 80 cents a galion. 

From his nine acre truck patch more 
than $2,000 worth of vegetables are 
sold each year.

McAllister’s records of returns 
Mi ‘his 300 tomato vines this summer 
offers another illustration »f how his 
profits are increased. When the earliest 
tomatoes were ready to market and the 
price to the grower was $10 a bushel, 
the first bushel from McAllister’s gar- 
den brought $15, or a profit of $5 a 
bushel more than he would have re- 
cfeved as a grower. The total crop 
from the 800 vines sold for more than 
$400, averaging throughout the season 
about $6 a bushel.

attitude of mind breathe naturally, 
standing instead of lying down. 


“That is all,” continues the vocal in- 
structor. ‘“‘ Don’t be discouraged if the 
test proves unsatisfactory at first. Try 
an intermediate step. Sit on the side 
of your bed, or in a straight back 
chair and, closing your eyes and re- 
laxing your muscles except those gov- 
erning the diaphragh breaths. Now 
stand well poised. By well poised, of 
course, I mean with the weight per- 
fectly balanced about the center of 
gravity, which, in turn, means that a 
perpendicular dropped from the high- 
est point of the lifted chest without 
encountering any part of your body, 
and especially not your abdomen 
{which should be held always back, so 
that it is flat, if not actually con- 
cave] will fall unobstructed to the 
floor, striking-a point just between 
the balls of your feet. 

“ Standing thus, well poised, place 
the right hand of your body, just be- 
low your ribs at the base of the 
lungs, and your left hand on your back, 
just opposite your right hand; then 
breathe, and fee] the diaphragm, as it 
descends, cause the torso, in turn, to 
expand from front to back, pressing 
against either hand.

“These three exercises constitute 
the first and most important’ step in 
vocal training.

“Next is the work of relaxing the 
muscles of the throat and mouth. 
Nervous tension is the cause of many 
poor speaking voices. Under excite- 
ment the voice channel is only half 
opened and the voice is. shrill and 
harsh. The more excited you get, you 
know, the higher and harder the voice 
becomes. The deep breath will cause 
the throat to open and the tone pro- 
duced be fuller, rounder and richer. 


“To relax the throat, think how 
your throat feels before you yawn. 
Instead of yawning, speak. The re- 
sult will be a good tone, because the 
condition for tone is right. The mo- 
ment the yawn arrives, however, the 
condition is lost, the throat closes. 
But in that moment before the break 
into the yawn, the muscles about the 
throat relax and the channel opens, 
as the muscles controlling the dia- 
phragm tighten and the deep breain 
is taken. 

“Yawn, noting the sensation. Then 
just before’ the yawn breaks oui, 
speak a single full voweled monosyl- 
lable, as one or four, or no, or love or 
loop, or dove, etc. After this learn to 
release the “jaw from tension. The 
set jaw distorts the beauty of the 
form of word issuing from _ the 
mouth.”’

| by William Atherton Du Puy 
Isn't it odd that there should have 
been a time when there was no money 
with which to buy, when people were 
forced to congregate in the merket 
place and resort to barter? 
Civilization was well along in Greece. 
for instance, before the principle of 
money was discovered. That discovery 
came about through the development 


of the copper pot. It began to be no- 
ticed in the market places that who- | 


ever had copper pots could exchange | 
them for whatever he wanted. That 
thing which everybody wants, which 


may be exchanged for any other com- 
modity, becomes money. Copper pots 
became money. 

Then, as time passed, the Greek mind 
grasped another point that advanced 
the idea of money. Instead of using 
pots as money, some one argued, why 
not use the material of which they 
-are made. This person forthwith ham- 
|mered himself out some strips of cop- 
per which camé to be known as: 
“Obols.” They were probably the size’ 
of one’s finger but twice as long. They | 
became money: the first actual money | 
of the Greeks. 

The Italians borrowed the Greek idea! 
of copper as money, and improved 
upon it. The government, to maintain! 
the walue of its copper pieces, came, 
to put its stamp of purity and weight 
upon them. Thus was the principle 
of the modern coin brought into being. 

Copper remained the basis of money 
until it became too abundant, until 
silver appeared and demonstrated its 
superiority. Some 200 years before 
Cesar, silver gained the ascendancy 
over copper. It remained the money 
metal of the world for 2,000 years. 

Then gold began to .supersede it. 
The transactions of the business 
world had grown to be so large that 
the bulk of the silver in which they 
were represented was cumbersome. A 
more precious metal was needed. 

Gold had for a long time existed in 
the background as an ultra-precious 

etal, but there had been so little of 
it that it had hardly been available 
as the basis for the currencies of the 
world. It is only within the last hun- 
dred years that it has become so plen.- 
tiful that it could be so used.

ARIS.—[Special Correspondence.]—La Scala was closed 
at the time our meanderings took us to Milan. Even 
the indefatigable Toscanini was away on a vacation. 
But the day before our arrival there had been the enac- 

tion of a modernized “ Othello” right on the doorstep of that 

famous temple of opera. 


A young Italian army officer had 
detected his younger wife, or 
, thought he had, in some com 
promising correspondence with an- 
other man and, meeting her in 
front of La Scala, had emptied the 
contents of an automatic pistol in 
her general direction. His marks- 
manship was good, too good, and 
he killed her, finding out too late, 
just as Othello did, that he had 
misunderstood the circumstances, 
the Cassio of the case being an old 
family friend and sick in bed into 
the bargain. 

But one bullet had chipped the 
stone work of the entrance, and 
another had buried itself in the 
wooden door, and all that day—in 
fact, all the time we were in 
Milan—a crowd of people stood 
around the doorway studying the 
tullet marks as attentively as they ever "studied the last 
act of the Shakespeare-Verdi opera. I was no better than 
the rest.

Playing Against an Echo. 

La Scala’s orchestra pit has the most remarkable echo 
I have ever heard in a theater. Get up by the conductor’s 
stand and clap your hands or tap the floor with a cane, and 
if you can count fast enough you will hear sixteen decreas- 
ing repetitions of the sound, coming as rapidly as the taps of 
a well muffied pneumatic riveter. Strangely enough, they say 
this has no bad effect on the tone of the orchestra; quite 
decisively the contrary. There is room in the pit for 140 
musicians, and when they are all playing against this echo 
from every angle, there is no confusion of tone, but an 
enrichment,-in the same manner that the tone of a fine 
violin is enriched by its overtones. 

If there is anything in the theory that an old violin is 
improved by being played upon, then La Scala, as a theater, 
should be improved the same way. It is now 170 years since 
its interior was rebuilt, following a fire, and the stone struc- 
ture of the building is several centuries older than that. So 
from foundation to roof it ought to be pretty well soaked in 
melodic vibrations.

learning about it from the twaddle 
printed by the drama-critics and 
the twitter of the clubmembers 
who include a dose of Shaw in 
their “ study-courses.”’ 

It is not, although the adver- 
tisements of the Princess say it is, 
Shaw's “ comedy masterpiece,” nor 
“Shaw at his best,” in spite of

The noise thus produced in a radio set 
may come from a disturbance which 
has traveled severa) miles along tie 
electric power lines.

Elephants 
have a way of roaming about and traveling, covering 
easily ‘twenty miles a day and sometimes doing seven 
miles.an hour; they may frequent a given shamba or 
banana’ grove or meadow for some. days, but one can 
never tell where they may be. 


The Green hill country was an ideal place for ele- 
phants, with a river and marsh and miles of open graz- 
ing ground breaking out of the deep forest, and the two 
men found it alive with elephants, but not the ele- 
phants they desired. They sighted fourteen, some of 
them alone, some in groups, and they walked unending 
miles keeping after them and stalking them only to 
find, every time, on getting close, that the animals were

Arthur hurried at once to the tail and realized that 
his elephant had given him a trophy. It was a lean, 
worn, hard used tail of the scrubbing brush variety, 
exhausted through too tempestuous switching.

The 
camp was on a little grass topped hill, with all Africa 
stretching out about us, dim and shadowy, vibrant 
with that orchestra of‘shrill night noises which sets in 
the moment the sun goes down. The stars blazed 
above, offering a marvelous display of constellations 
among which we were always identifying a different 
southern cross. Out through the banana trees the fires 
of the village twinkled, jolly little heathen fires over 
which elephant meat was roasting. Far off tinkles of 
musical instruments reached us, and the sound of 
drums. From the grass huts behind us the porters’ talk 
sounded like a drone of bees. Alice was sleeping 
soundly, her dolly tucked away in its camp bed. Sleep- 
ily, too, we turned in, our tent flaps leaving us open 
to the stars—as this was not lion or leopard country— 
with the sweet, cool might air about us. Outside, in 
careless security, our boxes of money lay unwatched 
among the other loads. For this was Africa, cannibal 
Africa, where banditry is unknown. , 


f fre next day our indefatigable kapita with the filed 


teeth and dirty shirt hustled his men down the 
escarpment to get the last loads. Harry had already 
wrung twenty men out of Malunga and was on his way 
to us.

All the way the path was crossed by tracks of big 
game. We knew by now that we had come into one 
of the last great game fields of Africa, the retreat of 
the buffalo and the big tusker. Here no shots had been 
fired and no animals hunted. From time immemorial 
the elephants had roamed these hills, singly and in 

herds, undisturbed, unharmed, save for an occasional 
pitfall, true lords of the earth and the fullness thereof. 
Their giant strength had brought them the same 
security that the gorilla had known on his heights on 
Mikeno and Karisimbi. ., Not a village plantation 
here but was their sometime prey. Not a banana grove 
undespoiled for long. The little spirit houses along the 
way, frail erection of branches tied over a platform for 
offerings, held always fresh bananas and cooked yams 
to interest some friendly power to shield the givers 
from loss or harm. 

We had no way of estimating the number of ele- 
phants in those parts. They were, as the natives said, 
more elephants than natives, The dark reaches of the 
Ituri guarded countless herds; the wanderers over the 
meadows offered but a slight clew to the hordes in the 
forest and among the mountains.

HOUR IS 3:30 A. M., 
MORTICIANS TOLD 


Death’s peak hour in the United 
States id 3:30 a. m., said Harry G. 
‘Samson of Pittsburgh in an address 
before the National Selected Mor- 
ticians’ convention at the Edgewater 
Beach hotel Friday. 
“Every thirty seconds somebody 
dies somewhere in this country,” said 
Mr. Samson. “ Death’s annual toll is 
1,168,00@. This means a death rate

two a minute. These totals might sug- 
gest that death is too busy to show 
more than a slight preference for any 
hour.

‘RHODES FUNDS 
WON’T PAY WAY, 
SCHOLARS FIND 


OXFORD.—lIt is estimated that the 
average cost of an Oxford education is 
somewhat more than $1,500 a year. 
For Americans the’ cost is higher, as 
they are unable to spend the vaca- 
tions cheaply at home.

The island of Cyprus, in the Medi- 
terranean, is again looked upon as 
a@ source of copper after the lapse of 
many years.

‘the copper deposits of the island. In 
ancient days it was one of the princi- 
| pal sources. of supply. 

The American corporation, which 
has been preparing for its work in Cy- 
prus, believes that modern methods, 
‘revealing, probably, new supplies of 
ore never touched by the ancient 
Cypriotes, will make the exploitation 
of the mines worth while. 

Goguet, a French authority, says 
that the Greeks employed copper for 
all purposes for which we now make 
use of iron.

‘A prominent deputy said: “The 
Mexican government has the advantage 
that by a presidential decree all em- 
ployés of the national lines are under 
civil service rules and cannot strike, 
but it is unable to reorganize the rail- 
ways in the face of strong labor senti- 
ment, to reduce the cost of operating to 
the bounds of reason, or to put the 
roads on a paying basis. 

“The stockholders naturally would 
be less capable of readjusting the af- 
fairs of the roads and making them 
pay. The stockholders are unwilling 
to accept the management of the roads 
before the government provides means 
for meeting the exactions of the labor 
unions, reduces the expenses of opera- 
tion, and dismisses one-third of the 
employés, which the government itself 
has declared unnecessary for the effec- 
tive running of the lines. 


Subsidy Offer Likely. 


“So the government will probably 
be empowered by congress to offer 
monetary inducements to the stock- 
holders to accept the return of the 
lines, in lieu of legislative action tend- 
ing to curb the unio activities, reduce 
the expenses of operation, and instill 
discipline in the ranks of the em- 
ployés.”’

THE PEORIA PROTEST. 

The findings of the Peoria grand jury disclose 
an outrage upon private liberty which has no 
match since Louis XIV. sent his dragoons into 
the homes of Frenchmen to persecute them in 
the name of God. Many of these French Hugue- 
nots fled to America to pe this persecution of 
the great monarch who said “I am the state,” and 
they and other men and women refugees from 
old world oppression left to their descendants, the 
founders of our free nation, a wholesome fear cf 
the unbridled will of governments, whether it is 
the will of a king or of a masterful bureaucracy 
or of a méb. They feared tyranny in any forro, 
however plausible, and they loved liberty and pro- 
posed to make it secure in our institutions. They 
knew liberty could be betrayed in the name of a 
good cause and in the guise of high purposes, but 
they believed they could make the citizen safe by | 
the clear assertion of his right to trial by his 
peers, to immunity from unreasonable and perem»- 
tory invasion of his home, and to the other precious 
guaranties of personal liberty they embodied in 
our fundamental law. 

Were our forefathers mistaken in their op- 
timism? It is about time we found out. Is the 
bill of rights a scrap of paper or a list of outworn 


in legislation or enforcement? 

The outrages committed in Peoria are, of course, 
repudiated by “conscientious supporters of pro- 
hibition, but that is no consolation to the victims 
and no assurance to Americans who realize that 
euch outrages are inevitable excesses of power.

A proposal for the foundation of an institute of 
scientific criminology has come by letter to THT 
Trisunz from Boris Brasol, formerly judge of the 
Petrograd District court and now a resident of 
New York. Accompanying the letter, which as- 
serts the necessity of establishing an efficient sys- 
tern of criminal research in order to stem the tide 
of professional criminality, is a pamphlet describ- 
ing the author’s plan in more detail.

“It is to be regretted that the methods of in- 
vestigating crimes have not kept pace with the 
methods of committing crimes. As a rulé, govern- 
ment authorities on both sides of the Atlantic are 
still dwelling in the fantastic atmosphery of super- 
detectives of the Sherlock Holmes type, who are 
supposed to know everything, even before it hap- 
pens, and whose principal investigative aaset 
seems to be some mysterious ‘intuition’ which, 
like an X-ray, penetrates under the crimina)’s 
skin.” 4 

The aims of his proposed institution Mr. Brasol 
classifies under three heads: 1. To be a central 
bureau of expert aid, assisting the police in the 
solution of crime; 2, To be‘a bureau of criminal 
Peséarch, including in its scope the study of crim- 
inal psychology; 3. To be a school for criminolo- 
gists, offering scientific coufses to those whose 
wish is to make the detection and prevéntion of 
crime a ‘life work. ‘ 

' We believe that Mr, Brasol, in his suggestion 

such an institution, has hit upon a very sound 
project. Crime is one of the overwhelming phe 
nomena of the times. Though a career of crime 
seldom ends in what may be termed true success, 
it is lucrative while it lasts as it never has been 
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rather than to B, in whose department it might 
more properly fall, simply because A knows what 
it’s all about and there is some doubt as to B. 
When the new service is on its feet, and the bal- 
ance of personalities which inspired the original 
distribution has beer’ modified, the time has come 
for an execytive reorganization. 

It took this country more than 100 years to get 
over some of the lesser consequences of the fact 
that Alexander Hamilton was the most capable 
man in Washington's first cabinet. It was not 
until 1903, for example, that supervision of light- 
houses, which was intrusted to Hamilton as secre-

It is a curious circumstance that Mr. Hoover, 
who is leading the movement for a general over- 
hauling of the departments to avoid duplication and 
waste, is no doubt himself laying the groundwork 
for future complaints along the same line. It is 
inevitabie that in this administration his depart- 
ment will direct activities which more properly 
belong to others. Departmental ahomalies are 
quite generally the consequence of the unequal dis- 
tribution of talents among men.

The question as to who had a part to 
do was answered almost as soon as the 
other question. The officials decided 
that “oysters must’ be protected by the 
means proven to be necessary with milk. 


The Illinois department of health de- . 


cided to require that oysters meet bac- 
terial standards, and also that they be- 
long to either of two classes—inspected 
or chlorinated. 

Inspected oysters are those that come 
from inspected beds and that are handied 
in inspected oyster establishments. That 
method corresponds somewhat to the 
methods used to produce certified milk. 
The drawback to the method is that 
when properly carried out it’is expensive 
to the taxpayers and also to the pro- 
ducers and consumers. It will limit the 
oyster waters and will decrease the 
oyster output. 


> 

The alternative is purification in cen- 
tralised plants by chlorination. It cor- 
responds to pasteurization. There is a 
proper amount of inspection, hut safety 
does not require that this inspection be 
carried to the point necessary when oys- 
ters are not chlorinated. In a general 
sort of -way the method is like the 
method used in the purification of city 
water supplies. 

The advantage of this method over the 
inspection meth is that the oysters 
should be safe and wholesome ; the prod-

For the Victoria brought 
out of the misty sea bordering the 
boglike tundra of northern Alaska 
several thousand reindeer carcasses, 
frozen and preserved in ice from the 
bergs of the arctic. 

That children of the generation now 
grown up, linking the reindeer with 
the Santa Claus of their dreams, 
should one day be eating those animals 
is but one phase of the wonderful ro- 
mance rapidly changing the natives 
and their customs of the region border- 
ing the Arctic ocean and Bering sea 
of Alaska. 

More than 500,000 in Herds. 

There are now large herds of domes 
ticated reindeer numbering in the ag- 
gregate more than half a million ani- 
mals. Two-thirds of them are owned 
by natives, the others by the govern- 
ment bureau, which is fostering the 
education of the northern aborigines. 

The reindeer in the control of private 
corporations are being slaughtered in 
modern packing plants and the meat 
is chilled and frozen in the same man- 
ner as beeves in the states. 

Agents Establish Markets. 

Agents have been going about the 
country quietly establishing markets 
for reindeer meat until there has 
grown up a regular demand for it. To 
supply the needs of the trade storage 
bases are maintained here and in Ta- 
coma, and the whole carcasses are 
shipped in refrigerator cars or in ships 
to markets in other cities.

Many coaches and former players 
claim to be originators of the spiral 
forward pass, but it is extremely | 
doubtful if any can go back. to 1899, 
when Chicago used such a pass to de- 
feat Brown, 17 to 6. In that year Chi- 
cago won the. western conference 
championship by. defeating Wisconsin 
in a post season gante, 17 to 0. 

Used Passes Early. 

Walter Kennedy, who is now offici- 
ating at games in Michigan, was cap- 
tain of the Maroon eleven, and Ralph 
Hammil, now a Chicago physician, 
played at end. During the Brown-Chi- 
cago game Kennedy hurled a spiral 
lateral pass to Hammil, who laid out 
on the side lines in tmuch the same 
way the old shoestring play is exe- 
cuted. Kennedy tossed the ball from 
his position at quarter back,’ directly 
behind the center. The pass was 
hurled at least half way across the 
gridiron. 

Following that game Chicago play- 
ers frequently threw the oval in spiral 
fashion, so that when the forward 
pass came in 1906 the spiral pass was 
not foreign to Maroon players. 

Stagg and George Huff of Illinois 
were the prime factors in the forma- 
tion of the western conference, an or- 
ganization which is admitted to be 
freer from taint of professionalism 
than any other similar association in | 
the country.

For three miles just north of Detroit 
the second 44 foot pavement is practi-

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Western States 
Enlisted to Back 
Federal Aid Law 


BEOPLE of the eleven western 
states should awakep to the 
fact that the continuation of 


federal aid in highway construc- 
tion is seriously threatened or the 
west will suffer a calamitous setback 
in development.” 

Carl EK. McStay, field secretary of the 
Automobile Club of Southern Call- 
fornia, so declares. The situation war- 
rants the serious consideration of 
every individual interested in the de- 
velopment of motor travel, he says, 
for without federal aid California's 
highway system cannot be connected 
with other states in the Union by 
roads that will encourage and promote 
travel. 

In all of the western states from 45 
per cent to as much as 90 per cent of 
the total areas are national reserves, 
which are tax free, and, therefore, con- 
tribute nothing to the incothe of the 
state, upon which the state’s own ex- 
penditures for highway building must 
be predicated. Federal aid to the ex- 
tent of $75,000,000 or $100,000,000 a 
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year in the building of interstate and 
transcontinental highways, were it all 
expended in and charged against. the 
eleven western states, would be but 


a small portion ,of the taxable wealth 


to be gained by the western states 


were they free to exploit the govern | 


ment owned land of the west and ob- 
tain therefrom funds for the building 
and development of highways. 


Federal aid roads throughout the 


country completed June 1, 1925, to-, 


talled 41,317 miles. Under construc- 
tion at that date were 16,416 miles of 
federal aid roads, while 2,251 miles 
were approved for construction. 


“Organization on the part of the 
eleven western states is the only cer- 
tain means of forcing the continuation 
of federal aid,” said McStay, “‘and we 
must recognize the fact-that, differing 
as they do, the problems of the west 
cannot be measured by the problems 
of the east. We may be outnumbered 
in popylation and overshadowed in 
wealth, but the states negatively fav- 
oring or openly opposing a continua- 
tion of federal aid in highway building 
cannot and will not ‘defeat a united 
west, as right and justice will prevail 
if we make this our common cause.”

long breaths, letting them go slowly, 
yielding your whole body to the act 
of respiration, noting the effect and 
fixing the sensation, as a next step 
you are to stand up and repeat the 
operation. Still holding the sensation 
{not by tightening your muscles, or 
clenching your fists, or setting your 
teeth, but simply by thinking the sen- 
sation, letting it possess you] in this 
attitude of mind breathe naturally, 
standing instead of lying down. 


“ That is all,” continues the vocal in- 
structor. ‘“‘ Don’t be discouraged if the 
test proves unsatisfactory at first. Try 
an. intermediate step. Sit on the side 
of your bed, or in a straight back 
chair and, closing your eyes and re- 
laxing your muscles except those gov- 
erning the diaphragh breaths. Now 
stand well poised. By well poised, of 
course, I mean with the weight per- 
’ fectly balanced about the center of 
gravity, which, in turn, means that a 
perpendicular dropped from the high- 
est point of the lifted chest without 
encountering any part of your body, 
and especially not your abdomen 
{which should be held always back, so 
that it is flat, if not actually con- 
cave]. will fall unobstructed to the 
floor, striking.a point just between 
the balls of your feet. 


“Standing thus, well poised, place 
the right hand of your body, just be- 
low your ribs at the base of the 
lungs, and your left hand on your back, 
just opposite your right hand; then 
breathe, and feel the diaphragm, as it 
descends, cause the torso, in turn, to 
expand from front to back, pressing 
against either hand., Let the breath 
go slowly, controlling its emission by 
controlling the diaphragm. 

Relaxing the Throat. 

“So the three exercises stand pro- 
pressively thus: 

“First: Breath naturally, which is 
diaphragmatically, five minutes at 
night. [At first you can be sure of 
doing this only by lying flat on your

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“Second: Breathe naturally, which 
is diaphragmatically, for five minutes 
in the morning and note the sensa- 
tion. 

“Third: Stand and test your newly 
acquired power by trying to breathe 
diaphragmatically while on your feet. 


“These three exercises constitute 
the first and most important step in 
vocal training. This is called learn- 
ing to support the tone. 


**Next is the work of relaxing the 
muscles of the throat and mouth. 
Nervous tension is the cause of many 
poor speaking voices. Under excite- 
ment the voice channel is only half 
opened and the voice is shrill and 
harsh. The more excited you get, you 
know, the higher and harder the voice 
bécomes. The deep breath will cause 
the throat to open and the tone pro- 
duced be fuller, rounder and richer. 

“To relax the throat, think how 
your throat feels before you yawn. 
Instead of yawning, speak. The re- 
sult will be a good tone, because the 
condition for’ tone is right. The mo- 
ment the yawn arrives, however, the 
condition is lost, the throat closes. 
But in that moment before the break 
into thé yawn, the muscles about the 
throat relax and the channel opens, 
as the muscles controlling the dia- 
phragm tighten and the deep breath 
is- taken. 

“Yawn, noting the sensation. Then 
just before the yawn breaks ‘oui, 
speak a single full voweled monosyl- 
lable, as one or four, or no, or love or 
loop, or dove, etc. After this learn to 
release the jaw from tension. The 
set jaw distorts the beauty of the 
form of word issuing from the 
mouth.”’

The Italians borrowed the Greek idea ' 
of copper as money, and improved 
upon it. The government, to maintain' 
the value of its copper pieces, came, 
to put its stamp of purity and weight ' 
upon them. Thus was the principle’ 
of the modern coin brought into being. 

Copper remained the basis of money 
until it became too abundant, until 
silver appeared and demonstrated its 
superiority. Some 200 years before 
Cesar, silver gained the ascendancy 
over copper. It remained the money 
metal of the world for 2,000 years. 

Then gold began to supersede it. 
The transactions of the business 
world had grown to be so large that 
the bulk of the silver in which they 
were represented was cumbersome. A 
more precious metal was needed. 

Gold had for-a long time existed in 
the background as an ultra-precious 
metal, but there had been so little of 
it that it had hardly been available 
as the basis for the currencies of the 
world. It is only within the last hun- 
dred years that it has become so plen- 
tiful that it could be so used. ~

Where Power Lines Interfere. 


The trouble sometimes comes from 

a spark discharge over an fnsulator to 
weno or between a pair of wires, or 
it may @e that the wire is touching 
some object such as a tree, pole; guy 
wire, etc. Such a spark discharge is 
a loss of power to the operating com- 
pany and a potential source of serious 
trouble and for these reasons the com- 
pany is probably more interested in 
fnding and eliminating this type of 
wouble than the radio listener. 

Large leaks and sparks may often 
be observed at night, especially in hot 
weather. However, sparks which are 
too small to be readily noticed may | 
cause serious interference to radio rw 
ception.

The Battle of Bull Run. 


OW that the Bradley family had their respective 
elephants out of the way and everybody had his 
and her buffalo, it behooved the expedition to 
turn its attention to elephants for Bigelow and 

Scott, also to getting on its way through that unknown 
country to the south. 


There were plenty of elephants in that country, the 
natives said, so the two interests could be served at the 
same time. The elephants were helping us wonderfully 
with the people, for the chiefs were so anxious for ele- 
phant meat and so eager to have the elephants killed 
that were ravaging their banana groves that they 
had begun sending in invitations to us. 3 

The next chief, Kimombe, was so much in earnest 
that finally he sent a handsome chicken, dangling from 
the wrist of a black warrior, and 
an urgent appeal, delivered by 
another warrior in his native 
tongue, which reached us ultimate- 
ly as “Come quick. Elephants 
eating all bananas.” 

We accepted the chicken with 
thanks, and. returned an equally 
handsome present of two francs, or 
10 cents, for the chief and some 
cigarets for the messengtrs them- 
selves, with the assurance that we 
would come as soon as we could. 
On the way back we saw the em- 
bassy gather up a pair of rare tin 
cans from the kitchen and an emp- 
ty bottle. Our boys had chicken 
that night, too. Sometimes I feel 
almost certain that Kimombe’s 
gift started as a pair, 

It was all very well for him to 
send chicken and entreatics, but 
he didn’t send porters, and that 
was what we lacked. We had kept 
some men at Malunga’s, but the 
number was dwindling ominously, 
for ‘now that two elephants had 
- been killed the men had nothing to 

stay for but work, and they wanted 
to escape to their villages with what 
meat they could salvage. Every 
night there were fewer of them lined up for posho, or 
food, than the night before. 

Midnight was the danger hour. Porters always sat 
up half the night around the fires in the huts, talking, 
talking, talking, all about their troubles with the 
wazungu—the white men—and the work and the hard- 
ships ahead, and by midnight they would talk their 
courage up to the action point and dash out on the 
homeward way. : 

If once they talked themselves past 12 o’clock they 
got too sleepy for direct action, and morning saw them 
emerging from the huts, yawning and stretching, in 
response to our imperative summons for camera bearers 
and what-not for the day’s hunt. 

They almost never ran away during the day, though 
later one or two abandoned their loads on the march 
and fled. Here at Malunga’s, where they were distrib- 
uted among scattered huts, they developed an annoying 
habit of sneaking out through the banana groves in the 
morning and malingering about all day, avoiding such 
little activities as bringing wood and water, only show- 
ing up at night for their posho. We couldn’t catch 
them out in this very well, for they nearly all looked 
alike te us—lean, black, wild men in bead necklaces 
and loin cloths, with filed teeth and scar patterned 
backs. We learned some of them by their patterns. 
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("= only hope was to make ourselves very, very 

solid with the kapita, or headman, of each lot, and 
let the headman do it for us. “ Keep the headmen 
happy ” was the burden of the song we sang those days, 
and if backsheesh and tin cans and tobacco could do it 
we kept those headmen ecstatic. And they kept their 
men—not happy, but just kept them, counting them 
nights into the huts and slteping, themselves, in the 
doorways. 

There was one kapita, very black, with glittering, filed 
teeth and the remains of a dirty shirt and straw hat, 
relics of some trader or missionary in old Mbeni, who 
was a demon of helpful energy. He was the backbone 
of our army. 

Malunga had. men, but not many, and no great desire 
to help us, now that he had plenty of meat. In any 
case, he did not have much influence over his men; 

' perhaps they knew him incapable of exerting pressure. 
The power of the chief is extremely variable, ranging 
from sheer despotism over cringing knees and lowered 
eves to a sociable democracy. Malunga was indolent 
and ineffectual, and his men were indifferent. When 
he built a hut he built jf himself with his brother and 
a friend or two, while his followers went their own way. 

M. Charels, the administrator at Bungulu, with whom 
we kept in touch by runner, promised to get men out to 
us as soon as he could get them in from the villages. 
We needed so many to move us that we were a drain 
upon any territory... 3 

While we waited we hunted hard. Scott and Bigelow 
had drawn lots for the next elephant, and Bigelow had

won, so we were hunting for — we termed “ Harry's 
elephant.” Not finding him anywhere about the vicin- 
ity, Herbert and Harry took the pup tent and a small 
outfit of men, and went out to Green hill again to see 
if the elephants had returned to that sector. Elephants 
have a way of roaming about and traveling, covering 
easily twenty miles a day and sometimes doing seven 
miles an hour; they may frequent a given shamba or 
banana grove or meadow for some days, but one can 
never tell where they may be. 


The Green hill country was an ideal place for ele- 
phants, with a river and marsh and miles of Open graz- 
ing ground breaking out of the deep forest, and the two 
men found it alive with elephants, but not the ele- 
phants they desired.

in that moment of emotion when something 
unique and without price is delivered into your hand 
when they became conscious of a faint bleat quivering 
through the air, a wailing, woe impregnated sound, so 
clutching their guns, they started off to meet this fresh 
emergency. 

They found Ali, Herbert’s rather venerable gun boy, 
deep in an elephant pit. The natives had an engaging 
way of digging these pits along frequented paths and 
hiding them with brush and leaves so that only the 
wariest eye could discern the trap. This one, they 
said, had already entrapped two elephants. It was 


about twenty feet long and twenty inches wide and — 


twelve or fifteen feet deep, narrowing at the sides. I 
don’t see why an elephant can’t extricate himself, even 
with two feet in, but evidently they can’t or the natives 
wouldn’t go to the trouble ofmaking them this way. 


Fortunately this one had no sharpened stakes at the 
bottom, as so many have. Ali was unhurt, though 
totally engulfed, and quavering piteously. They got 
him up; then found that he had left Herbert’s field 
glasses down below, and one of the natives went down 
for them. Thoughtfully, he took off his garment for 
fear of sullying it, showing there are degrees of sully 
even to a native’s mind. Arthur then mentoned that 
he, too, had fallen gto one of these pits ten days be- 
fore while seeking an elephant on the marsh with 
Harry. . 

That was the story of the day, told throughout an 
excellent dinner and finished afterward with the coffee 
in the steamer chairs. It was a beautiful night. The 
camp was on a little grass topped hill, with all Africa 
stretching out about us, dim and shadowy, vibrant 
with that orchestra of shrill night noises which sets in 
the moment the sun goes down. The stars blazed 
above, offering a marvelous’ display. of constellations 
among. which we were always identifying a different 
southern .cross. Out through? the banana trees the fires 
of the village twinkled, jolly little heathen fires over 
which elephant nieat was roasting. Far off tinkles of 
musical mstruments reached us, and the sound of 
drums. From the grass huts behind us the porters’ talk 
Alice was sleeping 
soundly, her dolly tucked away in its camp bed. Sleep- 
ily, too, we turned in, our tent flaps leaving us open 
to the stars—as this was not lion or leopard country— 
with the sweet, cool night air about us. Outside, in 
careless security, our boxes of money lay unwatched 
among the other loads. For this was Africa, cannibal 
Africa, where banditry is unknown. 


6 Morw next day our indefatigable kapita with the filed 
teeth and dirty shirt hustled his men down the 
éscarpment to get the last loads. Harry had already 
wrung twenty men out of Malunga and was on his way 
to us. That day disaster came close to us, for Harry 
had sunstroke on the way. He had probably got it the 
day before when he was wearing a felt hat instead of a 
helmet on his way back to Malunga’s, for he had for- 
gotten to change, as the morning was gray. A gray 
day is just as dangerous as a bright day in Africa, for 
it is the direct, actinic rays of the sun that make the 
ever present peril; not the heat. The heat can do its 
own damage, there as here, but the direct sun can kill. 
Men have died of a two minute exposure in two hours. 
A White Father who crossed the courtyard of a mis- 
sion without a hat at seven in the morning fell and died 
in an hour. 

It doesn’t come like the prdinary sunstroke, but with 
high fever and chills, a sort of spinal meningitis. 
Harry’s attack came on the way as he journeyed with 
his boy and the porters, and his crawl up the escarp- 
ment must have been a nightmare. At last he got wond 
in to us, and we got the chair out_to him. 


He was critically ill that night. Those are the times 
when one feels far from all help and realizes how poor 
are the resources of the wilderness. But by morning 
the worst was over and he was up, declaring he was all 
right. ; 

We had to keep moving in installments, so we three 
Bradleys and Miss Williams next went ahead, leaving 
the two men to hunt and follow when they liked. Some 
more porters had come in as we left, so they could 
come soon. | 

The country was growing lovelier and, lovelier, 
though steeper and steeper, with mountains rising on 
every hand and fresh vistas opening from every hill- 
side. Looking out over that wide, free world gave one 
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a great sense of uncharted seas. Mountain slope after 
mountain slope. Long,-curving lines broken only by 
the overarching curve of flat topped trees and the 
peaked, whimsical huts that are so much a part of the 
landscape. Here man lives without. defacing. Man 
himself, dark skinned, silent footed, is simply an ani- 
mate bit of the picture. . 

All the way the path was crossed by tracks of big 
game, We knew by now that we had come into one 
of the last great game fields of Africa, the retreat of 
the buffalo and the big tusker. Here no shots had been 
fired and no animals hunted. From time immemorial 
the elephants had roamed these hills, singly and in 

herds, undisturbed, unharmed, save for an occasional 
pitfall, true lords of the earth and the fullness thereof. 
. Their giant strength had brought them the same 
security that the gorilla had known on his heights on 
Mikeno and Karisimbi. . . . Not a village plantation 
here but was their sometime prey. Not a banana grove 
undespoiled for long. The little spirit houses along the 
way, frail erection of branches tied over a platform for 
offerings, held always fresh bananas and cooked yams 
to interest some friendly power to shield the givers 
from loss or harm. — 

We had no way of estimating the number of ele- 
phants in those parts. They were, as the natives said, 
more elephants than natives. The dark reaches of the

Cannibal land it was, but cannibals existed elsewhere, 
side by side with other human beings.

E turned off the path to climb a high hill where 
the peaks of a village showed, and in a deluge that 
almost washed us down the hill again Herbert got the 
tents up in a tiny bit of level ground between some 
huts and the bananas. The village was perched half a 
mile farther on. It was not a welcoming village. We 
had trouble getting food for our men, though there was 
plenty of it; we had to go out and get it brought in, 
and then we paid the nearest hut dwellers, the pre- 
sumptive owners, for it.
